The House rejected by a 175-257 
vote another NRA-backed amend- 
ment offered by Rep. Bill McCollum, 
R-Fla. It would have pre-empted all 
state or local laws that require waiting 
periods once the instant checks took 
effect. Opponents had called it a

cerate Brady.”

“They’ve got some legitimate complaints,”

Proyo’s first executive director was selected at Tuesday’s 
council study meeting after three council members made nomi- 
nations in a meeting closed to the public. 

Ted K. Dowling, voted into the position by a majority of the 
city council, will work with the Provo City Municipal Council 
as a liaison with the city administration. 

Dowling and William Way, a city manager in Mount 
Pleasant, were recommended by council members Jim Daley, 
Mark Hathaway and Shari Holweg in a meeting that raised 
some suspicion because it was behind closed doors. 

According to the law, closed meetings are allowed only when 
four or more council members are present and the purpose is to 
discuss the character, professional competence or physical or 
mental health of an individual. 

Private meetings are also allowed for strategy sessions related 
to the purchase of property or for discussion of the deployment 
of security personnel. 

Private meetings are also allowed for investigating allega- 
tions of criminal misconduct. 

Hathaway explained that the purpose of the committee meet- 
ings was to “gather information on the candidates and then we 
will recommend one or two or three names, we are not making 
any final decisions.” 

The vote was held at an open meeting and final acceptance to 
the position is contingent on the mayor’s approval, said Erica 
Ianetta, Provo Council secretary. 

Hathaway said the committee did not violate the law because 
they were discussing matters covered under the Open Meetings 
Act. 

“When we talk about personalities, we have every right to 
discuss the matter privately,” Hathaway said. “It’s a right-to- 
privacy issue (on behalf of the people the committee was dis- 
cussing).” ; 

Dowling has spent 30 years in the military and also worked 
as an associate professor of military science at BYU. He is 
employed as a senior analyst and program manager for space 
policy and strategy for the Science Application International 
Corporation in Washington, D.C. 

Daily Herald reporter Sheila Sanchez told Hathaway the com- 
mittee was violating the Open Meetings Act, Hathaway said. 
Similar accusations flew earlier this year when Mayor Michael 
Hill was selected to be mayor, in a closed-door meeting. He 
replaced former Provo mayor Joe Jenkins, who went on to 
work for Gov.

Ombudsman office offers 
students legal information

A-toeal employer-worried about 
Clinton’s proposed health care plan 
decided to fire all of his employees, 
including 12 BYU students, and 
rehire them as independent contrac- 
tors. 

The BYUSA Ombudsman’s office 
became involved and found that the 
employer had violated 18 of 20 
common laws pertaining to inde- 
pendent contractors. The office 
wrote a letter informing the employ- 
er of these violations, and within 
two weeks the employer had turned 
the situation around. 

Students in the BYUSA 
Ombudsman’s office have helped 
students with close to 150 legal 
cases since August. All the work 
they do is free of charge. 

Director of the office and third- 
year law student Jeff Teichert said 
that number is conservative and 
does not include the number of stu- 
dents who call to get quick informa- 
tion over the phone. 

“In past years the Ombudsman 
office was virtually nonexistent and 
was more like a three-man referral 
service,’ Teichert said. 

This year the office has close to 
40 people on its staff, which con- 
sists of the office director; adminis- 
trative, public relations, academic 
affairs, legal affairs and housing 
directors; investigators and students 
working with each director. 

Benton Larson, legal affairs direc- 
tor and second-year law student, 
said the office gives legal informa- 
tion but not advice. He said they 
must be careful not to practice law 
without a license, and he said the 
office is researching ethical guide- 
lines for giving legal information. 


The office keeps an attorney on 
retainer who provides free initial 
consultation to students who need 


legal advice. son. 


The office is working on an edu- 
cation campaign to help students 
avoid grievances dealing with land- 
lords and insurance, Larson said. 

“It is obviously preferable to 
avoid the problem entirely,” he said. 

The office receives a lot of ques- 
tions about housing and insurance 
problems. One-third of the cases 
déal with housing problems, which 
is “the biggest single area,” Teichert 
said. 

The Ombudsman’s office helps 
students use the BYU Off-Campus 
Housing Office to solve housing 
problems. 

Housing cases have included 
problems with students getting 
deposits back and problems with 
roommates using drugs and alcohol, 
said Benjamin Johnson, housing 
director and a graduate student in 
the school of accountancy. 

“Cases involving deposits are 
probably the majority,” Johnson 
said. 

Johnson said students should read 
housing contracts over carefully and 
should not be afraid to ask ques- 
tions. If they need to, they should 
call the Ombudsman’s office, he 
said. 

Even with the large number of 
cases it has handled this year, 
Teichert thinks the Ombudsman 
office is “the best-kept secret on 
campus.” i 

“The office is under-utilized 
because students do not know of its 
existence and function,” Teichert 
said 

Teichert is planning a public rela- 
tions campaign but is waiting for 
BYUSA to approve funding. 


Law school offers 
free legal advice

BYU’s J. Reuben Clark Law 
School offers free legal advice for 
qualifying students and community 
members as a public service. 

The school’s services include 
Tuesday Night Bar at 5:30 p.m. in 
the Tanner Building. It is a compre- 
hensive clinic where any student or 
community member can schedule a 
30-minute appointment to receive 
free legal advice. James Backman, a 
law professor and coordinator of the 
law-help projects, said that since it 
began last October, Tuesday Night 
Bar has served more than 600 cases.

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Whitman denies effort 
to suppress black vote

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Gore, Perot both masters of exaggeration 


WASHINGTON — Al Gore and Ross Perot both complained that the other 
stretched the truth. At least on that one point, both were right. 

The vice president and the Texas billionaire came to their nationally televised 
debate on Tuesday armed with graphs, photos and a multitude of statistics to 
bolster their positions on NAFTA. 

However, the information blizzard was presented in such a disjointed way 
that viewers who did not begin the evening as trade experts may well have 
come away feeling more confused than enlightened. 

Gore said the Mexican trade liberalization that has already occurred and the 
further removal of trade barriers proposed by NAFTA would accelerate a 
favorable trend that has seen America’s trade balance go from a deficit of $5.7 
billion in 1987 to a surplus of $5.4 billion last year. 

The trouble is that the trend has been moving in the opposite direction this 
year. Mexican imports to the United States have been rising much more rapidly 
than U.S. exports to Mexico, trimming the surplus to an annual rate so far of 
just $2.78 billion, half of last year’s total. 

Perot contended that half of American export sales were really semi-finished 
goods being shipped to Mexico for assembly and reshipment to the United 
States. Gore said 80 percent to 90 percent of American exports stay in Mexico 
and private studies say that figure is closer to reality. 


Tour bus in England crashes; 10 dead 


FAVERSHAM, England — A bus carrying American tourists to Canterbury 
Cathedral careened off a rain-slicked highway Wednesday, killing 10 people 
and injuring more than 30 when it plunged down an embankment. 

Two sisters from Louisiana and Texas and the British coach driver were 
among those killed. 

The coach carrying 46 people clipped the back of a van on the M2 highway in 
Kent county in southeastern England, police said. It spun around, plunged 
through a crash barrier and landed on its side 20 feet down the embankment. 

“Clearly we don’t know what was in the driver’s mind, said Kent County 
Police Assistant Chief Constable Peter Hermitage. “I wish he was here to tell

“Even the idea that the black clergy 
and the black church is for sale is 
repugnant and an absolute affront to 
us,” said the Rev. Reginald Jackson, 
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arotene and vitamins A, C and E may accelerate the collapse of the immune 
system in patients infected with the AIDS virus, scientists said Wednesday at 
the National Institutes of Health.

He said the AIDS virus destroys the body’s ability to defend itself against a 
surplus of the oxygen-free radical. : 

The physician cautioned that self-administration of high doses of vitamins is 
not beneficial. 


WordPerfect’s ’94 strategy includes job cuts 


OREM — Job cuts at WordPerfect are likely by the first of the year, but are 
not likely to be as deep as had been rumored, company officials said. 

John Lewis, WordPerfect senior vice president, said Wednesday that the soft- 
ware company’s 1994 business strategy will include workforce cutbacks along 
with a new plan on how it approaches its market. 

WordPerfect employs 4,700 people in the United States, 4,450 of them in 
Utah. The workforce cuts, which Lewis says will be announced Jan. 1, will be 
the first in the 14-year history of the Orem-based software company, founded 
in 1979. 

Lewis said he did not know how many jobs would be cut, or in which depart- 
ments. 

The 1994 strategy will require WordPerfect to be more aggressive, innova- 
tive, decisive and smart, Lewis said. The plan may involve narrowing some 
product lines and expanding others, aggressively pursuing an integrated pack- 
age of products and a strong marketing focus. —

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NAFTA and cool heads 


Tuesday’s NAFTA debates, both here at BYU and on Larry King, questioned 
populist government almost as much as they did the trade agreement. In both 
debates, those opposing NAFTA accused champions of the legislation as out-of- 
touch academics who don’t understand the plight of the working class. 

In a conversation with The Daily Universe after the BYU debate, United We 
Stand America officer Claire Geddes attacked not only the professors she debated, 
but the student crowd in general which she claimed had been fed academic hog- 
wash on the issue. 

Her criticism echoes much of the rhetoric that populist Ross Perot is all about. 
With Will Rodger-esque soundbites, he has honed in on the fears of the common 
man. He distorts statistics and feeds them up as facts as a parody of the intellectu- 
als he is up against. At least in the case of Perot, populism is emotional, reac- 
tionary and pessimistic. 

BYU professors Earl Fry and Kerk Phillips, on the other hand, proved that calm 
reasoning and formidable research provides the best defense for NAFTA. At the 
BYU debate, the professors proved that it is possible to approach the issue of 
NAFTA in a way which is intelligent, optimistic and realistic. 

As citizens and legislators make up their mind on the issue, it would be hoped 
that they would follow the lead of Fry and Phillips, rather than succumbing to the 
feisty reactionism of Perot. The Daily Universe hopes both well-researched 


thought and an understanding of public concerns will be used to arrive at a deci- 
sion on NAFTA.

(FHE’s survey 
included 15 questions, including one about family income, leaving plenty of room 
for adding spaces to its inquiry about the children, which should be a vital part of 
its demographics.) 

The world has long been a scary place in which to raise children. Parents already 
have to worry about their youngsters learning how to open the front door and wan- 
der away, whether they will fall down stairs in an unattended moment, whether 
they will stand up in the bathtub and slip and hit their heads. Those accidents are 
things the best parents can try valiantly to avoid, but which are nearly impossible to 
prevent. But the outside world is less controllable for a parent. 

As drugs, gangs, sexual diseases and random violence increase, The Daily 
Universe believes parents need everyone’s help in shaping a world more conducive 
not only to children and families, but to those without children or families.

However, breast-feeding has been on the increase over 
the past few decades. 

The Ross National Mothers Survey 
conducted in the 1970s revealed a gen- 
eral trend toward breast-feeding in the 
United States. 

In the 1980s, more than 50 percent of 
U.S. mothers nursed their babies, said 
Cheryl Miner, lactation specialist at 
Utah Valley Regional Medical Center. 

Miner said this percentage has 
dropped slightly since 1987, but said 
she believes most Utah mothers try to 
breast-feed. 

About 85 percent of women participat- 
ing in the Women, Infants and Children 
(WIC) program in Utah County breast- 
feed, said Carol Olson, dietician and 
certified lactation educator. 

Breast-feeding is beneficial to babies. 
A mother’s milk carries a protective 
substance that helps her baby fight 
infection, Miner said: 

Human milk carries antibodies that 
pass to the baby and protect it from get- 
ting ill, even if the mother is sick while 


It takes. time from the mother, she said. 
Also, the father might feel he’s not 
being given enough time with the baby. 

Miner said mothers are recommended 
to breast-feed every 3 to 4 hours. 

“We try not to go by hours,” Olson 
said. “We recommend mothers. breast- 
feed 8 to 12 times in a 24-hour period.” 

Feedings usually last 20-30 minutes, 
Miner said. 

WIC recommends mothers breast-feed 
for the first year of a baby’s life, Olson 
said. 

Miner said mothers are advised to 
breast-feed for the first year or until the 
baby is eating solid food. 

“Most women can breast-feed and can 
do it successfully,” she said. 

However, a couple of conditions pre- 
vent mothers from breast-feeding, she

“It’s not something people just have an instinct 


Utah teen-age mothers have 
highest prenatal-care rate in U.S.

Utah’s teen-age mothers have the 
highest early prenatal-care rate in the 
country, according to the new Child 
Welfare Stat Book 1993. 

The book, compiled and published 
by the Child Welfare League of 
America, reports that 67.5 percent of 
Utah’s teen-age mothers seek early 
prenatal care, compared with 52 per- 
cent nationwide. 

“T think that people are aware of the 
need for prenatal care in this commu- 


“nity,” said Harriett Gesteland, a nurse 


practitioner with the Teen-mother and 


Child Program at the University of 
Utah. 

Early prenatal care is generally 
defined as care in the first trimester of 
pregnancy. 

It is not a coincidence that Utah’s 
neonatal death rate has been ranked as 
the second lowest in the country, with 
a rate of 3.8 deaths per 1,000 children 
under 28 days old. 

That rate, based on 1990 figures, is 
the same as New Hampshire’s and 
barely above Vermont’s, which is 3.6 
per 1,000. 

Utah’s rate for no care or late care 
— the latter defined as starting in the 
fifth month of pregnancy — was also 
better than the national average. 


Only 28.7 percent of Utah’s live 
births to teen mothers reported no or 
late care, while the national figure is 
45 percent. 

Those high marks may be due, in 
part, to the State Health Department’s 
Baby Your Baby campaign. 

The program provides resource and 
referral information for prenatal and 
well-baby care, and connects pregnant 
women eligible for Medicaid care to 
physicians. 

Of the 18,500 calls to the Baby 
Your Baby hot line last year, 25 per- 
cent were from teen-agers, according 
to Stephen McDonald, health educa- 
tion coordinator for the Division of 
Family Health Services.

ROTC honors alumnus soldier

A BYU alumnus who was killed 
during the Persian Gulf War was hon- 
ored during the annual wreath-laying 
ceremony in the ELWC Memorial 
Lounge Wednesday as part of BYU 
ROTC’s Patriots Week. 

A new plaque was added to the 
Memorial Lounge wall for Capt. 
William David Grimm, an Air Force 
navigator who died while flying a 
combat mission on January 31, 1991, 
during Operation Desert Storm. 

This is the first time since the 
Vietnam War that a plaque has been 
added to honor a BYU alumnus, said 
Capt. Matthew Phillips of BYU’s Air 


Force ROTC. 

Grimm was the “first former BYU 
student killed in action since the 
Vietnam War,” Phillips said. : 

The Air Force ROTC has been 
working with the University for a 
year to get approval to put the plaque 
up, he said. 

Grimm’s widow, Natalie, from 
Layton, said, “It’s nice to have some- 
thing locally ... to have someplace to 
go to see his name.” 

Grimm was buried in Kansas. 

The Memorial Lounge is dedicated 
to those from BYU who have sacri- 
ficed for their country, said Cadet 
Maj. Brian W. Cochran, Air Force 
ROTC.

A 24-hour vigil by BYU’s ROTC 
cadets at the flagpole honors U.S. 
prisoners of war and those missing in 
action. 

The 24-hour vigil began Wednesday 
at 11:11 a.m., symbolizing the peace 
accord signed in Versailles at the end 
of World War I. 

ROTC cadets have guarded the 
POW/MIA flag under the American 
flag at half mast on the flagpole by 
the Abraham Smoot Building. At the 
base of the pole, items such as a can- 
dle and an empty pair of combat boots 
symbolize the memory of POWs and 
MIAs both past and present. 

The vigil symbolizes the sacrifices 
of those who served their country and 
the hope that missing servicemen will 
return, said James R. Palmer, BYU 
Air Force ROTC cadet from Orem.

Utah women applauded the decision 
handed down by the Supreme Court 
earlier this week which said workers 
who sue for sexual harassment do not 
have to prove psychological damage 
to collect remuneration. 

Robin Frodge, state coordinator for 
the Utah National Organization for 
Women, told the Salt Lake Tribune 
that the ruling was just common. sense 
since other laws do not require proof 
of psychological damage before

issues as job discrimination and facili- 
ties for the handicapped, while LIFE 
deals with everything from life insur- 
ance to fraud suits. 

Under the direction of German 
Flores, a law student and assistant 
coordinator of the law-help program, 
special legal projects for immigrants 
and the local Latin American commu- 
nity have been established, including 
the Volunteer Immigration Project 
(VIP) and the Spanish-speaking Pro- 
Bono project. 

Students as well as community 
members from Latin American coun- 
tries have received help through these 
clinics for. resolving immigration 
problems, obtaining permits and vari- 
ous general concerns, all in Spanish. 


Called “Pro-Bono,” (Latin for “good 
for public”), community service is a 
responsibility for lawyers, Backman 
said. “Lawyers are obligated to pro- 
vide public service. Through it they 
learn the satisfaction of Serving.” 

He explained that it has recently 
become a popular trend for law 
schools to provide such community 
service. 

The American Bar Association is 
strongly encouraging it. 

BYU has had a limited service for 


some time, but this is the first time 
students are involved, Backman said. 
Students receive class credit instead 
of financial compensation, and can 
work for as many-as 10 hours per 
week. 
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Several third-year law students have 
been allowed to argue cases in court, 
Backman said. 


The program combines students 
from the BYU law school, profession- 
al attorneys from the Central Utah 
Bar Association and referred cases 
from Utah’s Legal Services Office, a 
state-sponsored legal office for the 
poor. that is generally swamped with 
cases. 


With the exception of Tuesday 
Night Bar, the Pro-Bono programs are 
designed mainly for the poor or disad- 
vantaged, according to Backman. But 
he said BYU students usually qualify.
